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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12/21/01 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See the explanations below. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, and 6-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kato et al. 

Kato et al is of record in the previous Office Action, and discloses a resin molding 
composition comprising a mixture of a fluororesin, a PPS, and a fibrous filler. Applicants 

argue that the prior art is different because: 

only PTFE is illustrated as a fluorinated resin in the 
examples of the cited reference. There is no Example 
illustrating PFA or HFP which are used in the claimed 
invention. ..in the cited reference, the weight ratio of 
PPS/fluorinated resin ranges from 60/100 to 100/100 
...which is different from the weight ratio range of PPS/ 
fluorinated resin (95/5 to 70/30) of the present invention. 

It is herein pointed out that Applicants' arguments are not convincing. First of all, 
dimensional accuracy is not of issue in the claims, and if it is, it would appear to be 
inherent. Secondly, Applicants' attention is directed to column 2, lines 24-44, and to 
claim 3 in column 7, wherein patentees not only disclose the particular fluororesins as 
claimed, but also claims compositions comprising said fluororesins and PPS as claimed. 
Applicants' argument that patentees do not disclose examples showing the claimed 
fluororesin copolymers is not convincing. 
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Regarding the amounts and ratio of PPS/fluororesin, Applicants' attention is 
directed to the abstract and to claim 1 of the prior art wherein the amount of the mixture 
of PPS and fluororesin is 70-95 pbw, and the amount of the PPS is 60-100 pbw of the 
mixture. This amount of PPS in the mixture is clearly included the claimed range of 
PPS/fluororesin. Thus, it is Examiner's position that the claims are clearly anticipated by 
the disclosures of the cited prior art. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
